Levin Wants New Division Assigned Here 


Washington - Sen. Carl Levin (D-Mich.) has urged the 
Secretary of the Army to assign a planned new 10,000-soldier 
infantry division to Camp Grayling. 

. Citing the camp’s size, location, facilities and current 
usage - as well as the beneficial impact the division would 
have on the economy of Michigan - Levin told the secretary in 
a letter: “I believe it would be in the best national-security 
and fiscal interests of the taxpayers to locate the new...divi- 
sion at Camp Grayling.” 

The Army announced about 2 months ago that it was 
planning to create a Light Infantry Division (LID) in early 
1985, and that eight posts in six states were under considera- 
tion. Levin immediately assigned staff to investigate why the 
new unit could not be based in Michigan, and concluded that 
it could be. 

Levin said in his letter to Army Secretary John O. Marsh 
that he strongly supported creating the division, because it 
has ‘‘significant potential to increase our conventional com- 
bat capabilities in a cost-effective manner.” A member of the 
Senate-Armed Services Committee - and ranking Democrat 


on its procurement task force - Levin has been a leading ad- 
vocate of a stronger conventional defense, as well as of cost- 
effectiveness in Pentagon budgeting and procurement. 

“There are many reasons why basing this new unit at 
Camp Grayling makes the most military and fiscal sense, 
and why, at the very least, this Michigan facility should be 
= to the list of candidate LID locations,” Levin told Mar- 
sh. - 

Because of its 121,000-acre size, Grayling is considered 
“one of the best training sites in the country for infantry 
training,” Levin said. The state intends to add 42,000 acres to 
the camp, he noted. The new LID will require only 80,000 
acres, so there would remain ample room for continued 
Guard and Reserve training, he noted. 


The potential for interaction between the division and the 
Guard and Reserve units at Grayling would be a plus, Levin 
said. The new division may require “rounding-out” at first 
with Reservists, he noted. And “experience has demon- 
strated that both active and reserve components train better 


and achieve higher levels of combat effectiveness and 
readiness if they regularly operate together,” Levin said, 
adding: ‘‘Grayling and Michigan are tailor-made for this 
organization.” 

Grayling has excellent facilities, including 12 new am- 
munition storage bunkers and modernized arms-training 
ranges, Levin noted. 

Besides its own two 5,000-foot concrete runways, Gray- 
ling is only 80 miles from Wurtsmith Air Force Base and 
about the same distance from the municipal airport at 
Alpena, Levin noted. 


The topography and climate in that area closely approx- 
imate that of Northern Europe, where the new division might 
be deployed, and training at Grayling therefore ‘would in- 
crease its combat effectiveness,” Levin said. 

In developing his proposal to bring the division to Mich-

regular meeting. 

“HUD, through efforts 


with the Gravling Housing 
Commission, will proceed by 
any means necessary to 
recover any or all HUD fun- 
ds its investigation finds un- 
accounted for,” said Kathy 
Miles, HUD Housing 
Management Officer. 

Miles said it is possible the 
former Grayling Housing 
Commission director, Lora 
Gould, could be named in a 
lawsuit, if one is necessary. 

HUD officials wouldn’t say 
how much money is involved 
because their investigation 
of the Grayling project con- 
tinues. Sue Schuler, director 
of area agencies for North 
East Michigan Services 
Community Agency, said at 
the Thursday county board 
meeting NEMSCA had been 
comparing budgets with 
HUD. She said HUD is seek- 
ing to recapture $67,000. 

The county commissioners 
recessed their meeting 
Thursday and will reconvene 
at 1 p.m. Thursday to discuss 
the Commission on Aging 
problems. They’ve invited 
the Commission on Aging 
board, its director Lora 


Gould, HUD housing  of- 
ficials, the Grayling Housing 
Commission, NEMSCA of- 
ficials, and the county 
prosecutor. 

At the meeting, the Com- 
mission on Aging may be 
dissolved by the county 
board of commissioners. At 
the board meeting Thurs- 
day, commissioner Mary 
Harland asked Schuler what 
options the county board has 
in dealing with Commission 
on Aging probiems, 

Schuler said the covnty 
board created the Com- 
mission on Aging and the 
county board can dissolve it 
with a resolution. She said if 
the commission is dissolved, 
the board will need a simple 
contract amendment with 
NEMSCA to continue fund- 
ing. (NEMSCA currently has 
an $88,000 contract with 
Crawford County funding 
programs here.) Schuler 
also said termination notices 
would have to be sent to all 
Commission on Aging em- 
ployees because the entity 
that hired them would no 
longer function. 

Barbara Selesky, a Com- 
mission on Aging board 
member, spoke at the county 
board meeting Thursday 
asking county comrission- 
ers for their help. She said 
since April 11 when big prob- 
lems surfaced, the Com- 
mission on Aging board has 
only met for one hour 
because they’ve been unable 
to raise a quorum. 

In other Commission on 
Aging news, Kitchen pre- 


sented an opinion from 
David Sabin, the county’s 
assistant prosecutor, con- 
cerning conflicts of interest 
for Commission on Aging 
board members. 

Kitchen said several board 
members had asked for an 
opinion regarding a board 
member owning or 
operating a nursing home or 
adult foster care facility and 
a board member serving as 
president of a bank and 
being a major stockholder in 
a bank which is a depository 
of Commission on Aging 
funds, 

Sabin said in his opinion 
both instances fall under a 
limitation section outlining 
aging commission guide- 
lines. The limitation section 
says a commission member 
shall not participate in the 
selection, award, or ad- 
ministration of a contract if 
the commission member, a 
member of the member’s 
immediate family, a mem- 
ber’s partner, or an organ- 
ization in which any of these 
persons is an employee, 
director, or officer has a 
financial interest in that con- 
tract. 

A commission member is 
supposed to make known a 
potential conflict of interest 
before a vote regarding a 
contract and abstain from 
discussing, making a 
recommendation, or voting 
in regard to a_ contract, 
grant, or policy if his or her
